Summer is the time when a
lawn ig enjoyed the most-—and
also the time when it requires
the most care. In ordinary cir-
cumstances your grass lawn
will need mowing weekly along
with the proper amount of irri
gating and feeding and a con-
stant program of pest and di-
sease control,

Consider first the subject of
frrigating the lawn during sum-
mer, Much damage can be done
If too much or too little mois-
ture is provided, Many garden-
ers do not realize that few soils
are able to absorb water rapid-
ly. For instance, a lawn sprink-
ler applies water at the rate of
one inch an hour-—~this is too
much for the soil to absorh.
Two methods can be applied to
(avoid improper irrigating. Let
the sprinklers operate until the
water runs off; then turn them
off for a while and repeat the
process several times, Or use a
porous hose or soil soaker
which keeps the soil continuous-
ly wet but doesn't cause runoff.

A good rule of thumb to {p-
ply lawn watering; your lawn is
i ready for water when it loses
| its resiliency~~when it fails to
spring up after you step on it.

If a soil is very compact it
| will not absorb molsture read-
|1ly. You can eliminate surface
compaction by a slow soaking
of the soll, stimulating the
growth of grass with fertilizer:
| mulching with surface soil or
suitable compost and mowing
less regularly, If the soil is
very compact you may need to
| use some sort of tool-—-an ae

Planfing Device

One of the most graceful and
eye-appealing planting devices
is the hanging basket. Softly
falling flowers in many colors—
bright and pastel—will add to
the attractiveness of any garden
scene,

Hanging baskets are especial-
ly effective in lath houses, un-
der arbors and other outdoor
living areas, says the California
Association of Nurserymen,
Tussock Bellflower (Campanula
carpatica) is a minature Cam.
panula featuring starshaped
blooms in white or lavender-blue
Campanula portenschlag kana,
another Bellflower miniature,
bears violet blue hells on deep
green tufted mats. The Cam.
panulas prefer shade as does
the Tuberous Begonia except in
costal situations, The Begonia
is another fine selection for
hanging baskets and is avail-
able in many blossom forms and
colors,

There are many trailing va.
rieties of Fuchsias fall,
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CARDENER'S CHECKLIST

1. Mildew qn tuberous begonias no longer need
be a problem. Your nurseryman can recommend 4 con-
trol,

2. Train your lawn to do with the minimum of
water by watering deeply. Deep watering promotes
deep roots. Water deeply and less frequently.

3. Irrigate tomatoes so that the water penetrates
to a depth of two or three feet. All ornamental shrubs
should likewise be watered deeply.

4, Ants spread garden pests. Your nurseryman
will tell you how to control them.

5. Plant these items without delay. Tuberous
begonia seedlings, fuchsias, pelargoniums, and ger-
aniums.
